The applicants of the present application are the 
owners of the entire right, title and interest in U.S. patent number 6,354,479. Applicants' 
agent submits herewith a Terminal Disclaimer to Obviate a Double Patenting Rejection Over 
a 'Trior" Patent as it concerns U.S. patent number 6,354,479. 

In the same Office Action, the Examiner also indicated claims 1-3 to be "rejected 
under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claims 1, 3 and 28 of U.S. Patent No. 6651864 B2." Office Action, 3. 

A timely filed terminal disclaimed in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome a rejection based on a non-statutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting patent is shown to be commonly owed with the present 
application. See 37 C.F.R. § 1.130(b). The applicants of the present application are the 
owners of the entire right, title and interest in U.S. patent number 6,651,864. Applicants' 
agent submits herewith a Terminal Disclaimer to Obviate a Double Patenting Rejection Over 
a "Prior" Patent as it concerns U.S. patent number 6,651,864.
